A HAVERHILL 
minibus driver 
who was caught 
with hundreds of 
child porn images 
has been jailed. 

Melvyn Joyce, 55, 
appeared on Tuesday 
at Ipswich Crown 
Court and was jailed 
for nine months, 
after pleading guilty 
to 17 charges at an 
earlier hearing. 

He was found to be in 
possession of indecent 
images - both still and 
moving - of children after 
selling a laptop computer 
to a man who wanted it 
for his children to use. 

Joyce had tried to blame 
his wife for downloading 
some of the images when 
interviewed by police and 
said others appeared on 
his computer by accident. 

Prosecutor Peter Gair 
said children of the man 
who bought the computer 
discovered adult porno¬ 
graphic pictures and after 
taking the laptop to a 
computer shop to have 
them erased, child porn 
was also discovered. 

That led to the police 
being alerted and officers, 
armed with a search 
warrant, went to Joyce’s 
home at Mallow Walk, 
Haverhill on April 20 last 
year. 

A search revealed 477 
indecent images of child¬ 
ren on a home computer, 
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including some in the 
most serious categories, 
said Mr Gair. Nearly 100 
images had been placed in 
specially created comp¬ 
uter folders and renamed 
by Joyce and there were 
27 “movies”. 

Examination of the 
computer by an expert 
showed that Joyce had 
carried out searches for 
child porn on the internet 
using phrases including 
“Lolita porn” and “Child 
love”. 

Neil Butcher, for Joyce, 
said his client was a man 
with no previous convict¬ 
ions and who had for 31 
years led a normal family 
life with his wife, a child 
of his own and three 
adopted children, two of 
them suffering from 
Down’s Syndrome. 

Joyce owned a minibus 
which he used to run his 
own business, the future 
of which was uncertain 
as a result of the case, 
said Mr Butcher. 

Judge Neil McKittrick 
said he accepted that 
Joyce had played a resp¬ 
onsible role in the comm¬ 
unity in the past but the 
offences were so serious 
that only a prison sent¬ 
ence was appropriate. 

The judge said: “Some¬ 
where a child is being 
abused for the gratifi¬ 
cation of people like you.”

“There were agencies there 
from all over Latin America 
led by the bomberos, the 
firefighters. 
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“Our colleagues from 
Rapid LA were there. We 
were asked to provide 
technical support and took 
all our specialised 
equipment. 

“It was Rapid LA’s first 
emergency and they did 
really well. In a perfect 
world we never need to go 
there again.” 

Andy was given paid time 
off work to travel to Peru as 
part of the rescue efforts. 
He is no stranger to 
disaster zones around the 
world - in October 2005, 
he spent a week in 
Pakistan helping to rescue 
earthquake victims.

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Town ban 
for abusive 
ex-partner 

A POLISH worker who subjected his 
former wife to violent attacks has 
been jailed and banned indefinitely 
from entering Haverhill. 

Mariuz Kepka, who moved from 
his native Poland to the UK for a 
better life, was sentenced to two-and- 
a-half years imprisonment at 
Ipswich Crown Court on Tuesday 
after admitting charges of har¬ 
assment, making threats to kill and 
false imprisonment. 

But because the 38-year-old has 
already served nearly 400 days in 
custody awaiting his court appear¬ 
ance, he is expected to be freed 
within a matter of weeks. 

Kepka, formerly of Dove House 
Road, Haverhill, was also made the 
subject of a restraining order by 
Judge Neil McKittrick, which bans 
him from entering Haverhill indef¬ 
initely 

Sentencing Kepka, Judge Mc¬ 
Kittrick told him that in the cir¬ 
cumstances only a custodial term 
was appropriate, but declined to 
make a recommendation for de¬ 
portation. 

Kepka pleaded guilty to a charge of 
harassment between December 2004 
and March 2006, two charges of 
making threats to kill in March last 
year and one charge of false 
imprisonment involving his former 
wife at an address in Haverhill, also 
last March. 

Prosecutor Matthew Gowen said 
Kepka had married while living in 
Poland, but the relationship had been 
“punctuated with violence, aggres¬ 
sion and jealousy” until the couple 
divorced. 

Mr Gowen said that despite earlier 
problems with drinking and violent 
behaviour, Kepka managed to 
convince his former wife that he had 
changed his ways and persuaded her 
to join him in the UK.

DOCTORS in Haver hill 
are launching a major 
campaign against swin¬ 
geing cuts to their bud¬ 
get after receiving an 
“unsympathetic” res¬ 
ponse to protests so far. 

Ann Sissons, practice 
manager at the Christmas 
Mattings surgery, which could 
be forced to axe two doctors’ 
jobs if the £120,000 cut is 
made, said her “blood was 
boiling” after hearing the 
response of Carole Taylor- 
Brown, chief executive of the 
Suffolk NHS Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) to represent¬ 
ations from MP Richard 
Spring. 

Mrs Sissons said a major 
campaign to fight the cuts 
was being launched at a 
market stall in Haverhill on 
Saturday, September 8, when 
efforts would be made to get 
as many signatures as 
possible on a petition to be 
sent to the PCT. 

Mrs Sissons will also write 
a personal letter to Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown on 
the issue because she feels so 
strongly about the unjust 
treatment that all doctors in 
Haverhill are receiving. 

She was particularly angry 
about Carole Taylor-Brown’s 
response to the suggestion 
that the practice could have to 
cut its current level of 80,000 
appointments a year to 45,000. 
It said: “Practices are not 
funded on an appointments 
basis, and a correlation 
should not necessarily be 
drawn between practice fund¬ 
ing and the number of 
appointments offered. 

“A high level of appoint¬ 
ments is not always an indic¬ 
ator of good practice in 
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isolation. 

“Practices are advised to 
manage demand by encour¬ 
aging patients to seek help 
from pharmacists, nurse 
practitioners, NHS Direct and 
others before opting for a GP 
appointment which is not 
always necessary or sustain¬ 
able.” 

Mrs Sissons said: “We are 
going to fight this as hard as 
we possibly can: it is not just 
our practice, it affects every¬ 
one. This is the fastest grow¬ 
ing town in Suffolk and there 
is no hospital, no X-ray 
facilities - everything comes 
to the GPs. 

“There is a lot more that we 
would like to be doing - for 
family carers, and to tackle 
obesity - but all we will be 
doing is trying to explain to 
patients why they cannot 
have an appointment. That 
person could be a child with 
meningitis or a person who 
has found a lump and does 
not bother to come back. If we 
turn people away it can be life 
threatening.” 

MP Richard Spring said: “It 
is ridiculous that doctors 
should be penalised for 
offering an excellent service. I 
often get complaints about 
doctors from my constituents, 
but not about those at 
Haverhill.” 

The letter from Carole 
Taylor-Brown said doctors in 
Haverhill were funded at a 
higher level than others and 
the new funding formula was 
being phased in to make 
allocation fairer across 
Suffolk, taking into account 
socio-economic factors.

RESIDENTS say a tree is 
threatening their child¬ 
ren’s safety - and two- 
year-old Joshua Mason 
has a bump on his head to 
prove it. 

Joshua’s mother, Jane says she 
has been battling for more than 
two months to get something 
done about the tree next to her 
family’s home at Shepherds 
Court, Haverhill.

Sap 
from the tree also makes the 
ground beneath it slippery 

Mrs Mason said the conditions 
were most dangerous at night 
because the tree blocks out light 
from the street light and people 
passing by cannot see where they 
are walking. 

She said: “The tree is so 
overgrown it is lifting up the 
paving slabs and the children 
keep tripping up so they cannot 
play out there. 

“Someone was supposed to be 
coming out to look at it, but no- 
one has been. Joshua tripped 
over and got a big bump on his 
head and I have slipped over out 
there myself. 

“I also have a four-year-old and

my neighbour has twins and a 
four-year-old who cannot play 
out there either, and we think it 
is about time they did something 
about it.

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said staff were 
not aware of the problem, but 
were concerned and would 
investigate.

BUSINESSES are queuing 
up to take part in a special 
debate about Cambridge’s 
proposed congestion charge. 

The event, set for Monday, 
September 17, is open to all mem¬ 
bers of the Cambridge Chamber of 
Commerce and the Federation of 
Small Businesses. 

A chamber spokeswoman said 
there had been an “unprecedented” 
response from businesses who 
wanted to be represented at the 
meeting. Many fear the charge will 
place a huge financial burden on 
staff, forcing them to find jobs 
elsewhere. 

She said: “The topic is currently 
at the forefront of debate by so 
many businesses and people in our 
community, and we expect between 
150 and 200 representatives will be 
coming along. 

“It will take the form of an 
informed debate to consider all 
views as to whether congestion 
charging would be either a catas¬ 
trophe or a cure and consider the 
practical implementation and 
operation of such a scheme. 

“We are very pleased that senior 
councillors and officers from the 
county council will be attending to 
present their reasoning for the 
planned introduction of congestion 
charging and supporting their view 
that this will be a cure.”

The spokeswoman added: “In 
addition, we will also have the 
opportunity to objectively hear why 
others believe that this could well 
turn into a catastrophe.

Hospital 
set to go 
green 

A NEW combined heat and 
power unit will save a 
hospital £200,000 a year on 
energy bills and reduce its 
carbon emissions. 

The Department of Health 
funded generator will prov¬ 
ide about two thirds of West 
Suffolk Hospital’s electricity 
and 50 per cent of its heat. 

Work on the project will 
start this month now the 
hospital’s bid for £906,000 
from the Government’s 
green energy pot for NHS 
organisations has been 
successful. 

Ian Stuchbury the trust’s 
estates manager who led the 
bid, said: “It is a win-win sit¬ 
uation. We can do a little bit 
for the environment by red¬ 
ucing our carbon emissions, 
as well as cutting our own 
costs. Another advantage is 
that the new combined heat 
and power plant will also act 
as a third standby generator, 
providing security of supply 
in the event of a mains 
power failure.” 

The generator could be up 
and running by December. 
Its installation is the first 
phase of a two-part plan to 
improve the hospital’s 
energy efficiency 

A further bid to the 
Department of Health for 
£300,000 to upgrade the 
hospital’s ageing boiler 
controls and heating system 
will be submitted soon.

So what exactly 
is off-setting? 


OFF-SETTING has always 
suffered from a lack of 
understanding due to its 
perceived complicated nature, 
writes Nigel Lambert-Jones. 
But in recent times we have 
seen lenders such as 
Intelligent Finance, which 
specialise in this area, 
promote a greater 
understanding of off-set 
mortgage products. 

This seems to be paying off, 
with statistics from the Council 
of Mortgage Lenders showing 
the sector grew by 49 per cent 
last year, and it is estimated 
there are now around 250 off¬ 
set mortgage products to 
choose from. 

Off-setting is a relatively 
simple idea: the cash in your 
savings and current accounts 
can be set against your 
mortgage debt, effectively 
lowering this debt so you only 
pay interest on what’s left. 
However, mortgage 
repayments are calculated on 
the full debt before your 
savings are applied, so you 
are essentially overpaying on 
your mortgage every month. 
This means you pay off your 
mortgage much faster, 
potentially taking years off 
your mortgage term. 

You also maintain full access 
to the money in your savings 
and current accounts as 
normal - it’s just that now your 
money is working harder for 
you. 

As your savings usually attract 
a lower interest rate in a 
separate account to that of 
your mortgage, you are also 
enjoying this same rate. 
Naturally, as the savings 
element of this type of 
mortgage is being off-set, your 
savings have no interest 
added. This could benefit 
higher-rate taxpayers as if you 
are not getting interest on your 
savings, you are not liable to 
higher-rate tax on it. 

So for example, if you have a 
£100,000 mortgage and 
£10,000 in savings, by off¬ 
setting these savings you 


would only be paying interest 
on £90,000 of the £100,000 
mortgage. 

The difference between the 
two is then applied as an 
overpayment, meaning you 
pay off your mortgage quicker, 
and on a 25-year mortgage 
the difference can sometimes 
be staggering. 

It is estimated that off-setting 
is usually best for those that 
have savings worth at least 8 
per cent of their overall 
mortgage value. 

However, current thinking is 
that they are also useful for 
anybody that gets paid large 
bonuses or commissions, as 
you can then have these paid 
into your current account 
along with your monthly wage 
and still have them effectively 
off-set against your mortgage. 
Off-set mortgages are also 
flexible: they allow 
overpayments and, providing 
you’ve overpaid enough to 
earn them, you can also take 
payment holidays. There are 
even some mortgage lenders 
who now have family off-sets 
that allow a parent to off-set 
their savings against their 
child’s mortgage to help them 
get on to the property ladder. 
There is, of course, a 
downside. Due to their flexible 
nature, off-set mortgages 
attract a slightly higher interest 
rate than what you could 
expect to achieve on a prime 
mortgage “best buy”. 
Additionally, the savings you 
use to off-set against your 
mortgage don’t earn interest. 
But for many people who have 
a decent level of savings, 
these negatives are an 
acceptable side-effect of the 
flexibility and potentially 
shorter terms they can enjoy.

A CLEAR blue sky and a 
long road beckoned my 
colleague and I as we took 
the new Corsa VXR out for 
spin. Half an hour later, we 
had a flat tyre, no spare - 
just an inflation kit - and 
two hot-hatch shaped chips 
on our shoulders. 

Having gone from love to hate in 60 
seconds, I must admit that my 
driving and a large kerb were really 
at fault for the relationship break¬ 
down. Still, a car with no spare 
meant two girls at the mercy of kind¬ 
ly - or not so kindly - neighbours. 

Sitting in the Corsa waiting for 
the AA we made “vroom-vroom” 
noises in an effort to conjure up our 
initial enthusiasm. 

Luckily there is a touch of the 
“sporty armchair” about the Recaro 
seats, so we were happy to sit back 
and watch the world go by 

Although normally I find overly- 
styled cars a little nauseating, for 
some reason the Corsa VXR really 
appealed. While some may not 
appreciate it, I loved the self- 
conscious stylistic detail. 

Also, with a large front cabin and 
lots of handy storage spaces, the 


Corsa offers a practical drive. 
Throwing our handbags in the back 
we spread out luxuriously while 
zooming down the motorway - or 
more accurately, slurping Calippos 
on someone else’s drive. 

With time to inspect the cabin, we 
discovered that the further you go 
back, the smaller the Corsa 
becomes. With just enough room for 
a microwave and a DVD player in 
the boot don’t invite any friends 
along if you’re going camping. 

Although a small car, this is not a 
light vehicle and I began to find the 
Corsa’s weighty frame something of 
a burden. The problem was largely 
emphasised by the amount of time 
we spent using her as a lounge, 
rather than a means of transport. 

To cut a long story short, Mick 
the AA man eventually arrived. 
And as my colleague swooned (and 
hugged him twice) we could see an 
end in sight. Less Thelma and 
Louise, more Sarah and Louise! 

After a three day wait for the 
Corsa’s special tyres, I was back on 
the road and wrestling with the 
tight, sporty gears in an effort to 
glide rather than bunny-hop out of 
the car park. Although this car can 
go 0-60 in eight seconds, it would 
take a much more competent driver 


than me to do it. 

This is definitely a car which 
needs to be driven. Once out on the 
road the performance is terrific. 
Sublimely powerful, with sharp 
handling and a powerful engine, 
you feel like the queen of the road. 
However, negotiating traffic around 
Staples Corner, you need to 
concentrate. I found it a little 
disconcerting not to able to see out 
the back windows due to the large 


seats and body design. 

For once, the overly excitable, 
trendy designers hadn’t messed 
around with the control panel. The 
dials were easy to read and fairly 
intuitive - and it comes with an 
MP3 socket. 

For me, this is a car too far. 
However, for drivers who like to 
“handle” their cars and leave others 
in the dust, the Corsa VXR would be 
a dream to own.

MINI performance is to 
be taken to new levels 
with the new Mini John 
Cooper Works Challenge, 
a Mini Cooper S built 
specifically for track use 
and ready to race. 

Set for its first public 
appearance at the forthcoming 
Frankfurt Motor Show, 
deliveries of the new car will 
take place from spring 2008. 

The key changes to the car 
include a higher top speed, 
increased torque, faster 
acceleration and improved 
grip. Considering the standard 
Cooper S is a hoot to drive, the 
track version is likely to be 
fantastic. 

With power up to 210bhp 
from 175, the 0-62 time has been 
dropped by a second to 6.1 
seconds. The top speed has 
been increased to 149mph and 
the torque reaches 1911b/ft 
with “overboost”. 

The Mini’s legendary 
handling has been improved 
further with tweaks to the 
chassis and suspension to 
create a race tuned package 
with many components 
designed specifically for 
motorsport. The Dunlop tyres 
are unique to the series and, of 
course, are track legal only. 


The changes aren’t just 
under the skin though and the 
aerodynamics have been 
modified, creating a distinctly 
racy look. The changes aren’t 
just cosmetic but have been 
designed to give more 
downforce at racing speeds. 
Challenge owners get a new 
adjustable real spoiler, a rear 
diffuser and front splitter to 
give extra grip and huge brake 
discs will bring the car to a 
standstill from 62mph in just 
3.1 seconds. On top of all that, 
the weight has been reduced to 
30kg less than the previous 
challenge car. 


It must be noted that the car 
is not road legal and is only for 
track use, but with the Mini 
Challenge series becoming ever 
more popular in a host of 
countries across the world, 
there is likely to be no shortage 
of buyers. Those who are 
entered into the race series will 
receive their cars from March 
onwards. Private customers can 
expect deliveries from June. 

Whether you are a track day 
enthusiast or a club racer the 
price, which is under £34,000, 
will be very tempting.

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Santa Fe makes a big return 



I BOUNCING BACK ... the Huyandai Santa Fe. 


THE WRITING was on 
the wall as soon as 
Hyundai launched the 
Tucson compact 4x4, 
writes Andy Enright 

Put bluntly, their existing 
Santa Fe model had lost its 
reason to live. Marginalised 
by its better looking, younger 
and more affordable sibling, 
Hyundai did everything they 
could to keep the Santa Fe on 
life support, throwing a 
whole bunch of extra 
equipment into the deal but 
its days were numbered. 

What was really needed 
was a bigger, smarter and 
altogether more imposing 
Santa Fe that could take the 
Korean company into new 
territory. Something like the 
vehicle we have before us 
here then. 

Bigger than its pre¬ 
decessor, it also tones down 
that car’s rather contro¬ 
versial styling with more 
conventional, but still 
distinctively Hyundai, lines. 
The rising waistline is the 
most obvious change, giving 
the Santa Fe a more athletic 
stance, and the rear end is 
particularly shapely for a 


vehicle of this type, with well 
integrated tail lights and a 
deep rear window. There is 
still some evidence of the 
sculpted flanks that proved 
so controversial on the 
original Santa Fe, but this 
design feature is now 
integrated far more elegantly 
into the wheel arches and the 
swage line that runs from the 
top of the tail lamps to form 
a distinct ‘shoulder’. The 
front lights are significantly 
larger and more rakishly 
swept back onto the front 
wing and bonnet while the 
grille is narrower and deeper, 
giving the Santa Fe a more 
imperious - and expensive - 
look. 

Although we’ve high¬ 
lighted the improvements in 
exterior design over the 
original car, it’s worth a 
short pause to consider the 
success that car enjoyed. 
Launched at the Detroit 
Show in 1999, the original 
Santa Fe provided a cost- 
effective alternative to a cast 
of usual suspects that were 
rapidly growing both in 
terms of size and price. 

Back in 1999 the range¬ 
topping Toyota RAV4, for 


instance, would have set you 
back £20,345. Now the RAV4 
flagship model commands 
well over £27,000. Small 
wonder that Hyundai saw an 
opportunity and was 
rewarded with over 100,000 
cars sold. As with most 
sectors of the car market, 
successive generations of 
‘compact’ 4x4s get bigger and 


pricier and the Tucson has 
slotted in beneath the Santa 
Fe, allowing it to push a little 
further upmarket. 

These aspirations are all 
well and good, but unless 
you’ve got the hardware to 
cut it, sales can rapidly tail 
off. Hyundai has a pair of 
engines to give the Santa Fe’s 
chances a power-up. The big 


seller will be the 2.2-litre 
CRDi diesel with 148bhp that 
has a good deal more about it 
than the 115bhp common-rail 
fitted to the old Santa Fe. 
Fitted with a variable 
geometry turbocharger, the 
diesel engine develops 
335Nm between 1,800 and 
2,500rpm and, like most 
modern engines, not only 


offers more power but also 
improves on the fuel 
consumption figures of its 
predecessor. 

This is due to a more 
efficient common-rail 
injection system that also 
reduces noise, vibration and 
harshness (NVH). The 2.7- 
litre petrol unit develops 
186bhp and utilises 
Constantly Variable Valve 
Technology and a Variable 
Intake System which 
combine to offer excellent 
power and torque delivery 
across a wide range of 
engine speeds. 

There’s little doubt that 
these changes lift the 
Santa Fe onto a whole 
different plane in terms of 
sophistication and 

desirability. Whether it’ll 
be enough to make a splash 
in a market that’s become 
a savage feeding frenzy 
amongst the major 
manufacturers remains to 
be seen but from here the 
omens look good.
